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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance of claims 1-8 is the inclusion of the method and 
apparatus for calibrating an image density sensor so that a detection value of image 
density of a toner pattern image formed on the basis of conditions for image formation 
becomes a predetermined reference value. This is found in all of claims 1-8, but not 
disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record. 

The primary reason for allowance of claims 9 and 10 is the inclusion of an image 
density controlling unit for controlling the image density sensor so that a value of image 
density of the toner pattern image, which is formed on the basis of the conditions for 
image formation, becomes a predetermined reference value. This is found in all of 
claims 9 and 10, but not disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record.
